Democrats Praise Sen: Fulbright as 
Kennedy's Aid Bill Clears Hurdle 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Senate 
Democratic leaders heaped praise 
on Sen. J William Fulbright. D­ 
Ark., today for steering President 
Kennedy s foreign aid bill over its 
first, and perhaps worst, hurdle 
in the Senate.

Big Clampdown 


BERLIN (UPI)—The Commu­ 
nist East German government to­ 
day was reported planning to lim­ 
it travel by East Germans to both 
East and West Berlin. 
Informed East German sources 
said Friday such a ban was ex­ 
pected following an East German 
parliament meeting which author­ 
ized the government to take any 
action it considered necessary to 
stop the flow of refugees to the 
West. 
East Germans have recently 
been fleeing through East Berlin 
to the Western sector at the rate 
of more than 1,000 a day in the 
greatest exodus since the June 17, 
1953 people's revolt in East Ger­ 
many. 
The government did not disclose 
what measures it planned to use 
to stop what it termed the West­ 
ern "slave trade." But informed 
sources said no Soviet zone resi­ 
dent would be allowed to travel 
to Berlin — East or West — with­ 
out special perm ission from his 
local authorities. 
Such a ban would not close the 
still-open East-West Berlin border 
or interfere with Western access 
to the isolated city. 
The planned measure was said 
to be designed to stop refugees 
before they could set out for the 
West Berlin hole in the Iron Cur­ 
tain.The number of refugees fleeing 
has risen sharply since early last 
month, spurred by fears that a 
peace treaty would seal off the 
Berlin borders. 
In the week ending F r i d a y . 
12,448 fled, compared to 10.419 
last week and 7,974 two weeks 
ago.

130 Arrested After 
Rebel Group Siezes 


Buenos Aires Radio 
BUENOS AIRES (UPI) - 
Two bands of rebels that siez- 
ed the national radio and a tele­ 
phone exchange in downtown 
Buenos Aires today gave up 
their a t t e m p t to overthrow 
President's Frondizi's govern­ 
ment and surrendered without 
a fight. 
The leaders of the rebels 
were identified as ex-air force 
Maj. Hilario Maldonado and 
Oscar V icente Corres. 
Corres led a group of 28 air 
force men and civilians who took 
over the national radio station 
and began b r o a d c a s t i n g a 
"revolutionary declaration” Fri­ 
day night. 
Official sources said about 130 
persons were arrested in connec­ 
tion with the subversive broad­ 
cast. 
When he was arrested, Correo 
was attired in a military uniform, 
but said he was a civilian. Ha 
added. "I am anti-Communist and 
in favor of national unity." 
Maldonado, who had grabbed 
the Cuyo telephone exchange, sur­ 
rendered at dawn with a small 
group of 20 to 30 rpbels. 
Frondizi's chief military aide, 
Brigadier Baldomcro LI e re na, 
said the insurgents gave up with­ 
out a struggle to air force and 
marine units which had surround­ 
ed the telephone exchange build­ 
ing.The government said in a com­ 
munique, "The executive power 
reiterates to the entire nation that 
the armed forces guarantee con­ 
tinuation of the constitutional re­ 
gime and that the government 
will continue applying the law in­ 
exorably to keep internal peaca 
and with the help of the public 
reach great n a t i o n a l object# 
which are the heritage of the en­ 
tire country." 
The rebels had said they would 
surrender only to elements of the 
Argentine air force. They also de­ 
manded as a condition to their 
surrender that their civilian com­ 
rades not be arrested nor punish­ 
ed. 
Defer.se Minister Justo P. Villar 
said earlier the only reason the 
government permitted the rebels 
to stay in the exchange building 
was to prevent bloodshed. 
The government told the rebels 
they had until 6 a.m. to surrender 
or the loyal troops would open 
fire and drive them out. No shots 
were fired even though the rebels 
surrendered 25 minutes after the 
government's deadline.

Miller Books 


NEW YORK ( U P ! )- The con­ 
troversial custom s ban on Henry 
Miller novel “Tropic of Cancer” 
has finally been dropped, erasing 
nearly 30 years of confusion. 
The Justice D epartm ent ruled 
Thursday that neither “ Tropic of 
Cancer” nor “ Tropic of Capri­ 
corn," another Miller novel, are 
obscene under the law. 


The two books originally were 
published in Paris but never were 
actually banned 
in 
the 
United 
States. Bringing in copies, how­ 
ever, was banned by the Customs 
Department. 
Thousands 
of 
copies 
slipped 
through, however, but the books 
never really got wide circulation 
in this country until Grove Press, 
an American publishing firm, pub­ 
lished “Tropic of C ancer” and dis­ 
tributed it throughout the nation 
June 24. 
Since then. 83,000 copies of the 
book have been sold, even though 
manv book stores refused to han­ 
dle it. 
The confusion arose when cus­ 
toms men continued to seize cop­ 
ies brought in by overseas trav­ 
elers. even though the travelers 
could legally buy the novel in 
the United States 
The

after publication 
began in this 
country, then reversed itself.

got company. 
He’s W arren Spahn. 4(1. war vet­ 
eran. gentlem an rancher and the 
best lefthanded pitcher in the Na­ 
tional 
League, 
if 
not 
major 
league history. 
Spahn 
became 
only 
the 
13th 
man in m ajor league history to 
win 300 or more games when he 
defeated the Chicago Cubs, 2-1, 
Friday night. 


The last m an to do it was Lefty 
Grove in 
1941, and Grove, the 
only other living member of the 
13, wired his best wishes because 
he was too ill to accept a Braves’ 
invitation to be here. 
“It w as the toughest game of 
my career, but I deserved it.” 
said Spahn of his 300th triumph 
as 
he 
gulped 
champagne 
for 
photographers in the Milwaukee 
dressing room afterwards. 


The Cubs 
made it tough 
for 
Spahn. and it took an eighth in­ 
ning hom er by light-hitting Gino 
Cimoli to break a 1-1 tie in the 
eighth and win it for him. 


“ It w as destiny.” said Cimoli. 
“ I save those kind of hits for 
great occasions.’’ 
Young Jack Curtis, who was 
only nine when Spahn won his 
first gam e in 1946. dueled the vet­ 
eran with 
the 
tireless arm 
on 
even term s. 
Each gave up six 
hits. 


The B raves scratched out the 
first run—unearned—in the fifth, 
with Spahn socking a sacrifice fly 
to score Joe Torre from third. 
Toree had reached second when 
Bill W illiams dropped his fly ball, 
and had advanced on a single by 
Roy McMillan. 


The Cubs got even in the sixth 
when Andre Rodgers singled to 
score

Santo 
from 
second 
base. Santo had reached first on 
a fielder’s choice, and moved up 
on a single by Williams.

Spahn said. It built up with each 
inning, and reached its peak when 
the Cubs tied it, he said. 
” 1 sure was glad to see that 
ball go out of the park.” he said, 
hugging Cimoli for the photogra­ 
phers. 
When the game ended. Spahn 
was mobbed by his team m ates. 
He blew kisses to the crowd as 
he disappeared into the dugout. 
The 
cheering 
didn't 
stop 
even 
then. 
“ It was my biggest thrill 
in 
baseball, but I’m glad it’s over,” 
Spahn said. 
Spahn, who has a barrel full of 
records and is a cinch for the, 
baseball Hall of Fame, has be­ 
come the sixth modern dav pitch­ 
er to reach 300 wins and the first 
lefthander in the National League 
to do it.
